An act to amend Mason’s 1940 Supplement, Section £4979.5
by adding thereto a new Subdivision (3) providing for reimburse-
ment of the State from recoveries by employees or dependents
from other parties liable for injuries for which employers are
liable for payment of compensation and other benefits,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: -

Section 1. Law amended—State to be reimbursed from re.
coveries.—Mason’s 1940 Supplement, Scetion 4272-5, is hereby
amended by adding a new subdivision to read as follows:

{3} In every case arising under the provisions of Subdivision
{(2) of aforesaid Section 4272-5 when the state is the employer no
seftlement belween such third parly end the employee shall be
valid unless within o reasonable time prior thereto notice thereof
has been given to the state, and if the state as employer has paid
compensation or nwedical benefits to said employee under the pro-
" vistons of the wor Emen’s compensalion act and has become subro-
gated to the rights of said employee or dependents as therein
provided, then any scttlement befween the employee or his de-
pendents and said third party shall be void as against the subre-
gation rights of the state.

In the event any action at law is instituted by said employee
or dependents against such third party for recovery of damages,
said employee, dependents or his or thetr attorney shall also serve -
on the state a4 copy of ‘the complaint and nolice of trial or note
of isste ih such action. Any judgment rendered therein shall be
subject to a lien of the state for the amount to which it is entitled
to be subrogated wunder the provisions of (2) of afa:aamd Sec-
tion 4372-5.

In every case in which the state is the employer and UHable o
pay compensation or is subrogated to the rights of the employee
or dependents all notices and services herein provided for shall
be made on the Atftorney (eneral and the State Indusirial Com-
mission.

CHAPTER 500—IL. ¥ No. 1387,

An act relating fo public airports, providing for the organiza-
lion and adminisiration of public corporativns for acquiring, es-
tablishing, developing, maintaining, controlling, and operating such
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airports, and for financing the operalions of such corporations, and
those of other municipalities ewning and operating airports, and
appropriating moneys therefor.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. Declaration of purposes.—It is the purpose of
this act to promote the public weltfare and national seeurity; serve
public interest, convenience, and necessity; promote air naviga-
tion and transportation, international, national, and loeal, in and
through this state; inerease air commerce and promote the effi-
cient, safe, and ecconomical handling of such commerce; assure the
inclusion of this state in national and international programs of
air transportation; and to those ends to develop the full potentiali-
ties of the metropolitan areas in this state as aviation-centers, and
provide for the most cconomical and cfféetive use of aeronautic
faeilitics and services in those areas.

Sec. 2. Subdivision 1. Definitions.—The following words,
terms, and phrases shall, for the purposes of this act, be given
the meanings subjoined to them.

Suhd. 2. “Commission’’ and ‘‘corporation,”” cach means a
corporation created under this aet as a metropolitan airports com-
mission,

Subd. 8. ‘‘City council’’ or ‘‘council’’ means the governing
body of a city, however, designated by law or charter.

Subd. 4. ‘‘Commissioner’’ means a person appointed or oth-

erwise selected as, and, after his qualification, acting as, 2 member
of a corporation created under this aet.

Subd. 5. ‘““The commissioners’’ means a ¢quorum of the mem-
bers of a eorporation ereated under this act, acting as the govern-
ing body of such corporation.

Subd. 6. ‘‘Aeronautics’’ means the science and art of flight.

Subd. 7. ““Person’’ means any individual, firm, copartner-
ship, eorporation, company,”association, joint stock assoeiation, or
body politie; and ineludes any trustee, receiver, assignee, or other
similar representative thereof.

Subd. 8. “‘Airport’’ means any loeality, cither of land or
water, ineluding intermediate landing fields, which is used or in-
tended to be used for the landing and take-off of aireraft, whether
or not facilities are provided for ilie shelter, servicing, or repair
of aireraft, or for receiving or discharging passengers or cargo,
and also ineludes any facility used in, available for use in, or de-
signed for use in, aid of air navigation, including, but without
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limitation, landing areas, lighis, any apparatus or equipment for
disseminating weather information, for signaling, for radio-direct-
ional finding, or for radio or other cleetrical communication, and
any other structure or mechanism having a similar purpose for
guiding or eontrolling flight in the air or the landing and take-
oft of aireraft, and also includes, but without limitation, access
roads, parking arcas, railroad siding faecilities, such land 'con-
tiguous or not as may be required for installations necessary for
safe and efficient operatien, buildings, struetures, hangars, shops,
and any personal property usually used in conneetion with the
operations of such airports, including specifically, but not exclusive-
ly, snow removal or impacting cquipment, fire and ambulance
cquipment, motor vehicles and equipment for buildings, struetures,
hangars, and shops. It includes any area heretofore in the stat-
utes of thig.state termed an ““airport™ or a *‘flying field.”’

Subd. 9. “*City’’ or “each city’’ means one of the two con-
tiguous citics of the first class in and for which a corporation
shall be ereated under this act.

" See. 3. Snbdivision 1. Public corporation created.—For the
purposes herein provided there shall be ereated a public corpora-
tion in and for any two contiguous cities of the first class in this
state, to bc known as the Metropolitan Airports Commission of
those cities. )

_ Subd. 2. This aet is expressly declared to be applieable to all

sueh cities whether or not they are now or hereafter existing un-
der a charter framed and adopted under Section 36 of Article
IV. of the state constitution,

See. 4. Subdivision 1. Governing body of corporation.—
The following persons and their respeetive successors, herein
termed commissioners, shall constitute the members and governing
body of the corporation, ndmely: The mayor of each of the re-
spective cities, or a qualified voter appointed by him; a member of
the council of cach of the respective cities, appointed by sueh coun-
cil; a member of the hoard of commissioners having jurisdiction
at the time of the passage of this act of airports of each of the
respective cities, appointed by such hoard or eommission, or, in
case the eouncil of either of such cities has jurisdiction of airports
in said elty, then a second member of such council, appointed
by it; one additional commissioner from each eity, who is a free-
holder, has resided in the city from which he is appointed at least
ten vears, and does not hold any office under the state or any of
its . political subdivisions execept that of notary publie, herein
termed a “fcitizen commissioner’’, such member in a city having
the commission form of government to be appointed hy the mayor,
with the approval of the council, and in other cities by the coun-
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cil, with the approval of the mayor; one member appointed by the
governor of the state, who shall be a qualiﬁcd voter of a county
not c¢ontigucus to erthm of the counties in which the respective
citics arce located, who shall be chairman of the eorporation.

Subd. 2. Each mayor, or any voter appointed by .him in his
stead, shall serve as a commissioner for the term of office of such
mayor, or for the consecutive terms thereof if he be re-elected., Of
the first commissioners, on¢ appointed by cach city: eouncil from
its members shall serve for a term of four years, and one for six
vears, or if onc is appointed by a hoard or commission having
jurisdiction of airports ihstead of by the council, he shall serve
for six years. The eommissioner appointed by the governor shall
serve for four years, and each of the eitizen commisstoners for six
vears. Fach of said terms shall date from the election or ap-
pointment and qualification of the eommissioner, Thereafter the
ferm of cach commissioner, except that of a mayor, of an ap-
pointee of such mayor in his stead, and of one appointed to fill
a vacaney, shall he for six years. Notwithstanding the forego-
ing plovts:onq of this subdivision, the term of any commissioner
who is a member of a city couneil or board or commission having
jurisdietion of airporis shall terminate when for any reason he
ceases to hold the eity office to whiech he was elected, and a suc-
cessor shall be immediately appointed to fill his uncxpired term.
Except as provided in the last sentence, each commissioner shall
serve until his suecessor is duly appointed and has qualified. Any
vaeaney in the office of a commissioner shall he filled for the un-
expired term and in such ease or when the term of a commissioner
expires his suceessor shall he chosen in the same manner as was hisg
predecessor, and his appointment shall be evidenced in the same
manner.

Subd. 3. Within 30 days after {he effective date of thig
act, the eommissioners shall bhe selected as provided in Subdivision
1 of this seetion. The clerk, seeretary, or other appropriate of-
fieial of each appointing public body shall immediately thereafter
filc with the seeretary of state a certified copy or copies of the
resolution or resolutions of such appointing hody appointing com-
missioners from its own membership. At the same time the city
elerk of each city shall file with the secretary of state a certificate
stating the full name and address of the mayor of such city, and
that such mayor has elected to act as a ecommissioner, or, in the
event such mayor has appointed some other qualified voter in
his place, shall file a certified copy of the order of the mayor ap-
pointing such commissioner. Such city clerk shall also file a certi-
fied copy of the record of appointment of the citizen commis-
sioner. The governor shall file his appointment in the same office.
Each person selected as a commissioner shall thercupon file in the
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same office the oath of office prescribed by Section 8 of Artiele V.
of the state constitution, subscribed by him and ceri,lﬁed by the
officer administering the same. A

Subd. 4. Should any of the said appointments not be made,
or any certification of appointments or. any eertificate as to a
mayor electing to act as a commissioner, or any oath of office,
not be filed as required, all within the time limits specified herem
the governor “shall thereupon select and appoint such eommis-
sioners as have mnot been so designated. Any commissioner so
appointed by the governor shall be a legal voter of the city for
which he was appointed. Upon his filing the oath of office re-
quired by Subdivision 3 of this seetion, he shall have all the
rights, privileges, and powers of a commissioner duly clected or
appointed as provided herein. If thereafter any vacaney in the
office of a commissioner shall not be promptly filled, the governor
may proceed as in this subdivision provided. .

Subd. 5. Immediately after the filing of the certificates, ap-
pointments, and oaths of office required hereby, the commissioner
appointed by the governor shall call a mecting of the commis-
sioners, giving to each notice by mail at least five days before the
meeting. At such meeting, and at all subsequent mcetings of the
corporation to he eredted, seven-ninths of all the commissioners
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and an
affirmative vote of five-ninths of all the commissioners shall he
required for the passage of any measure, exeept a measgure involy-
ing the restrietion of the use of the facilities of any of the airports
taken oveér by the corporation under the provisions of this act,
For the passage of any such measure, the designation of the name
of any airport or airports, or for the establishment of any new
airport or airports, or for any measure involving the issuance of
bonds, an affirmative vote of six-ninths of all the commissioners
shall be required, at least two of which affirmativé votes shall be
those of representatives of eaeh of the cities for which the corpora-
tion is formed. Immediately after the meeting is called to order
the commissioners present shall adopt an official name for the
corporation, which name shall contain the words “Metropo]itan
Airports Commission’’, together with the names of the cities in
and for which said corporatlon is being created, or some well
known designation for those cities.

Subd. 6. Thereupon the commissioners appeointed, or other-
wise selected, and qualified, as in this seetion provided, shall forth-
with become and be such a publie corporation as is provided for
in Subdivision 1 of Section 3 hereof, without further proceedings.

Sec. 5. Subdivision 1. Organization meeting—corporate seal
—by-laws.—The commissioners shall at the organization meecting
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of the corporation adept a cmpomte scal and shall adopt by-laws
for the regulation of the affairs of the corporation and’ rules of
procedure governing their actions, not inconsistent with law. The
hy-laws shall provide for regular meetings of the corporation to
be held at least once in each month, and for special meetings to
be held as provided for in said by-laws.

Subd. 2. No commissioner shall receive any salary for his
services, but each shall be reimbursed for actual and neccessary
expenses ineurred by him in the performance of his duties, and
those who are not salaried public officials may be paid, if so
ordered by a majority of all the commissioners, the sum of $10.00
per diem or part thercof spent in attending mectings of the eom-
mission, but no eommissioner shall receive more than the sum of
$500 in any one year as per diem.

Subd. 8. No ecommissioner or any person holding appoint-
ment under the corporation shall be interested directly or in-
directly in any contract entered into under the provisions of this
aet. No eommissinner shall be subject to any personal hablllty on
acecount of any liability of the eorporation,

.Subd. 4. The removal of residence of any commissioner from
the city of whieh he was appointed or otherwise selected as a
representative shall operate as a resignation of his office. Any
commissioner may be removed from offiece by the body or person
appointing him, or by the governor, for misfeasance, malicasance,
or nonfeasance in offiee, upon written charges and after an op-
portunity -to be heard in his defense. _

Sec., 6. Subdivision 1, Shall elect vice-chairman.—The cor-
poration shall at its organization meeting elect from its member-
ship a vice-chairman to serve as such for a period of one year
from the first meeting of the corporation, and shall also clect a
secretary, who may or may not be one of the commissioners. He
shall hold office at the pleasure of the corporation, and shall, if
not a commissioner, receive sich compensation as may he fixed
by the eorporation. The state treasurer shall be the treasurer of
the corporation, ex-officio.

Subd. 2. The chairman, viee-chairman, and scerctary shall
have such powers and perform sueh duties a3 may be given or im-
posed upon them by this act or by the hy-laws of the corporation.

Subd. 3. The treasurer shall receive and be responsible for
all- moneys of the corporation, from whatever source derived, and
the same shall be eonsidered public funds. He shall disburse the
moneys of the corporation only on orders made by the executive
and operating officer, herein provided for, countersigned by the
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chdlrman, vice-chairman, or other person authorized by the cor-
poration, showing the name of the claimant and the nature of
the elaim. No disbursements shall be certified by such officers until
the same have lLeen approved by said commissioners at a meeting
thereot. The treasurer shall keep an account of all moneys re-
ceived and dishursed by him, and at least once a year, at times
to be designated by the corporation, file with the seerctary a finan-
cial statement of the corporation, showing in appropriate and
identifiable groupings the reeeipts and disbursements since the
last approved statement, the moneys on hand and the purposes
for which the same are appropriated.

Subd. 4. The eorporation shall, as soon after the organiza-
tion meeting as is practicable, appoint a metropolitan director of
airways, who shall be the executive and operating officer of the
corporation, shall serve at the pleasure of the corporation, and
shall receive such eompensation as may be fixed by it. He shall
have had experience as a business executive, preferably in con-
nection with aviation and in the promotion of business enter-
prises. Under supervision of the corporation, he shall be re-
sponigible for the operation, management, and promotion of all
activities with which the corporation is eharged, togecther with
such other duties as may be prescribed by the corporation. He
shall have such powers as are neeessarily incident. to the perform-
ane¢ of his duties and such others as may be granted hy the cor-
poration, but without authority to inecur liability or make ex-
penditures on behalf of the corporation without general or specific
directions by the corporation, as shown by the by-laws or minutes
of meetings thereof.

Subd. 5. The corporation shall have the power to appoint
engincers and other consultants, attorneys, and such other of-
ficers, agents, and employees as it may see fit, who shall perform
- such duties and receive such compensation as the corporation may
determine, and be removable at the pleasure of the corporation.
‘Whenever the corporation performs any work within the limits
of a city of the first class, or establishes a minimum wage for
skilled or unskilled labor in the specifications or any contract for
work within one of the cities, the rate of pay to such skilled and
unskilled labor shall he. the prevailing rate of wage for such labor
in that eity.

See. 7. Subdivisien 1. Powers of corporation.—The corpor-
ation, subject to the conditions and limitations herein preseribed,
shall possess all the powers as a body corporate necessary and
convenient to accomplish the objects and perform the duties pre-
seribed by this aet, including those hereinafter specified, which,
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however, shall not be construecd as a limitation upon the general
or any other speeific powers hereby eonferred.

Subd. 2. Tt may aequire by lease, purchase, gift, devise, or
condemnation proceedings all nccessary right, title, and interest
in and to lands and personal property required for airports and
all other real or personal property required for the purposes con-
templated by this act, either within or without the limits of the
cities in and for which it is ereated, pay therefor out of funds
obtained as hercinafter provided, and hold and dispose of the same,
subject 1o the limitations and conditions herein preseribed. Title
to any such property acquired by condemnation or purchase shall
be in fee simple, absolute, unqualified in any way whatsoever, but
any such real or personal property or interest therein otherwise
acquired may be so acquired or aceepted subject to any condition
. which may be imposed thercon by the grantor or donor and agreed

J{o by the eorporation, not inconsistent with the proper use of the
* property by the corporation for the purposes herein provided.
Any propertics, real or personal, aequired, owned, leased, eon-
trolled, used, or oceupied by the corporation for any of the pur-
poses of this act are declared to be acquired, owned, leased, con-
trolled, used, and oecupied for publie, governmental, and muniei-
pal purposes, and shall he exempt from taxation by the state or
any of its political subdivisions.

Subd. 3. It may excreise the right of eminent domain in the
manner provided by Mason’s Minnesota Statutes of 1927, Chapter
41, as amended, for the purpose of acquiring any property which
it. is herein authorized to acauire by condemnation. -The fact
that the property so needed has heen acquired by the owner un-
der power of eminent domain, or is already devoted to a publie
use, shall nol, prevent iis acquisition by such corporation by the
exercise of the righi of eminent domain herein conferred. The
corporation may take possession of any such property so to he
acquired at any time after the filing of the petition deseribing
the same in condemnation proceedings. Tt shall nol he preeluded
from abandoning the condemnation of any such property in any
ease where possession thercof has not been taken. When the air-
ports-owned by the affected cities are -taken over by the corpora-
tion under the provisions of this aet, all persons who are-em-
ployees of the public hody having the management and control
of such airport at the time of the taking of the same, shall pre-
serve their status and be entitled to all the rights and privileges
under the provisions of any eivil service or pension act contained
in any charter of any city under which they had been previously
employed, or any applicable law of the state of Minnesota. a

Subd. 4. 1t may sue and be sued.
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Subd. 5. It may contract and be contracted with in any
matter connected with any purpose or aetivity within the powers
of the corporation as in this act specified. '

Subd. 6. It may construct and equip new airf)orts, with all
powers of acquisition set out in Subdiviston 2 of this section, pay
therefor out of the funds obtained as hereinafter provided, and
hold, maintain, opcrate, regulate, police, and dispose ¢f them or
any of them as hereinafter provided.

Subd. 7. In addition to the municipal airports taken over
by the corporation under the provisions of this act, the corpora-
tion may acquire by lecase, purchase, gift, devise, or condemna-
tion proceedings any existing airports, equip the same and make
additions thereto or improvements thercon, pay therefor out of
the funds obtained as hercinafter provided, and hold, maintain,
operate, regulate, police, and dispose of them or any of them as
hereinafier provided; provided, however, that said corporation’
shall have no authorlty to dispose of nor lease munieipally-owned-
airports taken over under the provisions of this aet.

Subd. 8. It may contract with the owners of existing private-
ly owned airports for the use, equipment, improvement, mainte-
nance, management, and operation by it of sueh airports, and
thereafter use, equip, improve, maintain, manage, operate, regu-
late, and police them,

Subd. 9. Tt may acquire such air rights over private proper-
ty as are necessary to insurc safe approaches to the landing arcas
of all airports controlled by it, in the manner provided in Subdi-
vision 2 of this section for the acquisition of airport property.

Subd. 10. It may aecquire rights or casements for terms of
years, or perpetually, to place, operate, and maintain suitable
markings and lights for daytime or nighttime marking of build-
ings or other structures or obstructions, for the safe operation of
aircraft utilizing airports to be aequired or maintained under the
provisions of this act, in the manner provided in Subdivision 2 of
this section for the acqu1s1t10n of airport property.

Subd. 11. It may purchase ali supplles and materials neces-
sary in earrying out the purposes of this aect.

Subd. 12. It may borrow money and issue bonds for the
purposes of aequiring property, the aequisition of which is herein
authorized, constructing and equipping new airports, "acquiring
cx1st1ng airports, equipping them and making additions thereto
or 1mprovements thereon, and making. eapital improvements to
any airport construeted or acquired by the eorporation, or for the
purpose of making payments on principal or interest of bonds
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Leretofore issued by cither of the cities or any hoard of park
commissioners of cither thereof to secure funds for the aequisition,
establishment, construction, enlargement or improvement of any
airport taken over by thé corporation pursuant to the provisions
of Subdivision 2 of Section 9 hercof, payment of whieh has been
assumed by the corporation, in the manner and within the limita-
tions herein speeiticd, and pledge any and all property and in-
come of the corporation aequired or received as herein provided
to seeure the payment of such bonds, subject to the conditions and
limitations herein prescribed, and redeem any such bonds if so
provided therein or in the mortgage or deed of trust accompany-
ing them, and may assume the payment of existing bonded indebt-
edness as in this act specifically provided.

Subd. 13. It may use for the following purposes any avail-
able moneys received by it from any souree uas herein provided,
in excess of those appropriated, donated, loaned, or otherwise
paid over to the ecorporation for specific purposes, or reccived from
the sale of bonds, and these required for the payment of any
bonds issued Ly the corperation und interest thereon, according to
the terms of such bonds or of any mortgage or trust deed accom-
panying the same, to-wit: (a) to pay the necessary incidental ex-
penses of carrying on the business and activities of the corporation
as hercin authorized; (b) to pay the cost of operating, maintain-
Ing, repairing, extending, and improving the properties under the
control of the corporation; (¢) to pay interest and prineipal of
any bonds heretofore issued by either of the cities or any board
of park commissioners of ecither thercof to sceure funds for the ae-
quisition, establishment, construction or enlargement of any air-
port referred to in Subdivision 2 of Section 9 hereof, payment of
whieh has been assumed by it, or by the state-of Minnesota; (d) if
any further snch excess moneys rcmain, to purchase upon the
open market at or above ‘or below the faee or par value thereof
any bonds issued by the ecorporation as hercin authorized; any
bhonds so purchased to thereupon be eancelled.

Subd. 14. It may accept from the United States or the state
of Minnesota, or any 'of their agencies, moneys or other assistance,
whether by gift, loan, or otherwise, for the purpose of carrying
out the purposes of this aet and developing.airports and other
acronautic faeilities, and may enter into suech contracts with the
United States or any of 1ts agencies as it may deem proper and
consistent with the purposes of this act.

Subd. 15. ‘Without limitation upon any other powers in this
act granted, whether general or speeial, it may contract with any
person for the use by sach person of any property and facilities
mnder its control, for such purposes and to sueh an extent as
will, in the opinion of the commissioners, further the interests of
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geronautics in this state and particularly in and about the cities
in and for whieh the corporation has been created, including, but
without limitation, the right to leasc any such property or facili-
ties, or any part thereof, to any person, the national government,
or any foreign government, or any department of either, or to the .
state or any municipality ; provided, hewever, that said corpora-
tion shall not have the authority to lease any municipal airport
taken over by it under the provistons of this act.

Subd. 16. It may generally carry on the business of acquir-
ing, establishing, developing, extending, maintaining, operating,
and managing airports, with all powers incident thereto.

Subd. 17. It may from time to time make, adopt, and en-
foree sueh rules, regulations, and ordinances as it may find expedi-
ent or necessary for carrying into effect the purposes of this act,
and fix penalties for the violation thereof not exceeding for each
offense 90 days’ imprisonment in jail or workhouse, or a fine not
exceeding $100, with imprisonment not exceeding 90 days if the
fine be not paid.

The prosecution may be in any municipal eourt sitting within
either city. HEvery sheriff, constable, policeman, and other peace
officer shall sce that all rules, regulations, and ordinances are
obeyed, and shall arrest and prosecute offenders. The fines eol-
lected shall be paid into the treasury of the corporation, and all
persons committed shall be received into any penal institution
in the county in which the offense was committed. All persons
sHall take notice of such rules, regulations, and ordinances with:
out pleading or proof of the same.

See. 8. Subdivision 1. Survey of existing airports—report
to Governor.—Immediately after the organization of the corpor-
ation, the commissioners shall make a study of existing airports in
and about the cities in and for which the eorporation is created
and shall formulate plans for the betterment and enlargement
of existing airports and the acquisition and construction of new
uirports, together with plans for the maintenance, operation, and
use of airports which are to be controlled by the corporation.

Subd. 2. Not later than December 31st of the year in which
the corporation is created the findings of the commissioners and
the proposed plans of operation shall be submitted in writing to
the governor, to the city counecils of the cities involved, and to any
hoard or commission having jurisdiction of airports in either ecity.
If such findings and plans are not so submitted within the time
limited hereby, the governor shall notify the mayors and the ap-
pointing bodies named in Subdivision 1 of Section 4 of this act,
that new commissioners shall be appointed. Thereupon it shall
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ke the duty of each sueh mayor and appointing body to inmediate-
ly appoint new commissioners to fill the remaining terms of the
original commissioners appointed by them, and of the governor to
appoint a new comnissioner to fill the remaining term of the com-
missioner originally appointed by hint; provided, however, that a
mayor who is a commissioner may retain his membership in the
corporation if he so elects. Certificates, appointments, and oaths
of office shall be filed in the office of the secretary of state in the
manner provided for in Subdivision 3 of Seetion 4 hereof. The
provisions of Subdivision 4 of Section 4 shall apply te proceedings
under this subdivision.

Subd. 3. Immediately upon the filing of the certifleates,
appointments, and oaths of office, provided for in Subdivision 2
of this section, the offices of the original commissioners shall auto-
matically hecome vacant, in this order: First, those of the com-
missioners appointed by the councils, boards or commissions from
their membership; then those of the commissioners appointed
by mayors in their stead, if any; then those of the mayors not
glecting to retain membership in the corporation; then those of
the citizen eommissioners, and then that of the commissioner ap-
pointed by the governor. As the office of each commissioner be-
comes vacant, the commissioner selected in his place shall be and
become a member and one of the governing body of the eorpora-
tion for the unexpired term.of the commissioner he suceeeds;
the eorporate eapacity of the commission continuing uninter- .
rupted.

Subd, 4. The succeeding commissioners shall make the study,
prepare the plans, and submit the findings and proposed plans
required by Subdivision 2 of this seetion within 90 days from the
date they beeome members of the eorporation,

Subd. 5. Thirty days after the submission of the findings
and proposed plans provided for in this section, publie hearings,
of which Lwo wecks’ published notice shall be given by the com-
missioners, shall be held in the cities involved, by the commis-
sioners, After such hearings the commissioners shall adopt and
file with the governor and the city councils and hoards or com-
missions having jurisdiction of airports of the cities, a permanent
plan of operation, which shall, however, be subject to such addi-
tions, revisions, and modifications as may from time to time seem
to the eommissioners to be proper and best caleulated to earry
out the purposes of this act.

Sec. 9. Subdivision 1. Exercise of powers.—Tmmediately
after the adoption and filing of its permanent plan of operation,
the corporation shall proceed to exercise the powers herein granted.
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These powers may be excreised at any place within 25 miles of the
city hall of cither city. ‘

Subd. 2. - Immediately following the adoption and filing of
its permancnt plan of operation, the corporation shall and is
hercby directed to take over the use, management, operation, regu-
lation, policing, and eontrol of any or all airports owned by either
city, whether said airports are then under the management and
control of, or title thereto is held in the name of, the eity itself,
the council, a board of park commissioners, or any other body;
consent by eaeh city, the council, the board of park commission-
crs, and any other agency, board, or department thercof, to such
use, management, operation, reg,ula,tlon polieing, and eontrol to
be conelusively presumed to have becn given by the appointment
of commissioners pursuant to the provisions of this act. Authority
igs hereby granted to the mayor and council of each city and any
board or commission having jurisdiction of airports in either eity
te give such consent in that manner. Immediately upon taking
over the wuse, management, operation, regulation, policing, and
control of any such a1rp01t or airports the corporation may ex-
ercise all the powers herein granted to it with refercnce to any
airport property, except the right of leasing or disposing of the
fee title to the lands included therein, without the payment of
any rental therefor, from the date of sueh taking over. The title
to the fee of the land included in each such airport shall remain
- in the eity, or agency, board, or department of such ecity, then
owning it. The action to be taken pursuant to the provisions of
this subdivision of this scetion is declared to be neeessary in order
to provide an integrated airports system and enable the corpora-
tion to earry out the public and governmental purposes of this
act. The ecorporation shall not close any existing airport in either
city to air freight commeree consigned to or originating in such
city unless and until it provides for such city, freight airport
facilities whieh, in the judgment of the corporation, are as sub-
stantially equal in convenience and safety to the businesses and in-
dustries of that city as are the existing freight airport facilities
now availahle (exeept as the same may be restricted by govern-
mental use) to its businesses and industries. For the purpose of
this subdivision only, the word ‘‘airport’’ shall include only the
- lands, buildings, and equipment acquired for use primarily for
any such airport so taken over as in this subdivision provided.

Subd. 3. The authority in Subdivision 2 of this section
granted to the corporation is not conditioned upon the receipt of
any appropriation in this act provided for. Eaeh city involved,
or any board or commission of such ecity, shall pay the balanee
due on its bonds which have prior to the enactment of this act
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been issued pursuant to law or charter to seeure funds for the
acquisition, establishment, construction, enlargement or improve-
ment of the airports to he taken over as provided in Subdivision
2, according to the terms of such bonds. The corporation ereated
by this act may, however, if it shall so determine, assume the
payment of part or all of the balance due on such bonds at the
time of its taking over the use, management, operation, regulation,
policing and control of such a,lrports

Subd. 4. The corporation shall further proeeced, as soon as
it 1s deemed advisable by the eommissioners, and funds are avail-
able, to otherwise carry out the purposes of this act. It .may
provide, in addition to airports existing at the time of the passage
of this act, at least one ‘major or primary metropolilan airport
which shall be as nearly cquidistant from the city halls of both
cities as possible. All other new airports to be constructed shall
be so located that the airport system of the corporation as a whole
shall be ot substantially equal eonvenience to both cities, It shall
put all airports and other facilities to their maximum use for
passenger, mail, express, freight, and other air transportation oper-
ations as the needs therefor develop, and shall encourage the estab-
lishment of related aireraft industries.

See. 10.  Shall exercise control and jurisdiction over existing
airports.—After taking over operation and maintenance of the
municipally-owned airports, in aecordance with the provisions of
Section 9, Subdivision 2, of this aet, the corporation, it it so de-
termines, shall exercise control and jurisdiction over any other
airport within twenty-five miles of the city hall of either city,
and no airport shall be acquired or operated within that distance
of the center of either eity wnhout the approval of the corpora-
tion.

Sec. 11. Shall fix rentals.—The corporation shall have the
authority-to determing the charges or rental for the use of any
of the property under its management and control, and the terms
and conditions under which such property may be used. Charges
shall be reasonable and uniform’ for the same class of service, and
established with due regard to the value of the property and im-
provements used and the expense of operation to the corporation.
The eorporation shall have and may enforee liens as provided for
in Mason’s Minnescta Statutes of 1927, Scections 8507 to B511,
hoth inclusive, to enforee the payment of any such charges.

See. 12. Subdivision 1. Act declared public and govern.
mental.—Tt is hereby determined and declared that the purposes
of this act arc public and governmental, and that the establish-
ment of airport systems, in the state of Minnesota, including the
airport system to he established by the corporation created by this
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act, will promote the public safety and welfare of the state; that
the acquisition, construction, development, extension, maintenance,
and operation of such airport systems are essential to the develop-
ment of air navigation and transportation in and through this
state, and are necessary in order to assure the inclusion of this
slate in national and international systems of air transportation
now being planned; that the airport systems to be developed un-
der this act will benefit the people of the state as a whole, and
will render a general public service; that the cstablishment of
such. airport-systems as soon as practicable is essential in order to
make adequate provision for state and national defense during the
present war, and for the rendering of aid by the state in the prose-
cution of the war; that the development of such airport systems
will provide employment and will reduce unemployment after the
war, and will thereby aid in other ways and be of great public
economic benefit in postwar readjustment; and that an emergency
exists requiring immediate action for the éstablishment of airport
systems by the means and in the manner herein provided.

Subd. 2. In order that the survey, studies and plans of oper-
ation provided for in Section 8 of this act may be commeneced,
continued, and completed without delay, there is hereby appro-
priated out of any moneys in the state treasury, not otherwise ap-
propriated, to cach Metropolitan Airports Commission ercated un-
der this act, the sum of %25,000, or so much thercof as may be
necessary for the purposes of carrying out the provisions of said
Section 8 hereof. .

Nothing hercin shall be construed to prchibit or prevent the
said cities from contributing money or the serviees of their per-
sonnel to the work of the corporation from any source available
10 them under the law, but any mgneys so contributed shall be
deposited with the state treasurer for the benefit of the work of
ihe ecorporation. The eorporation is also empowered to accept dona-
tions, gifts, or serviees to be used in its work.

Subd. 3. If further funds than such as are paid from the
state treasury under the provisions of Subdivision 2 of this seec-
tion are required for such surveys, studies, and plans, the eom-
missioners shall prepare a detatled budget of the additional sums
so reqiiired, and. certify the same to the councils of the respective
cities, which shall review the budget. The commissioners, upon
notiee from any such city, shall hear ohjections to the budget, and
may after such hearing modify or amend it. They shall then give
due notice to the city counecils of such modifications and amend-
ments, and each eity shall thereupon, through its proper officers,
pay its proportionate share to the treasurer of the corporation.
The amount te be paid shall he apportioned to the cities in the
same proportion as the last assessed valuation of the real and
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1
personal property in each ecity, excluding moneys and ecredits,
bears to the total assessed valuation in both cities. In the event
any such city has not on hand funds available to meet its pro-
portionate share, it is hereby authorized to borrow the same, and
to pledge the credit of such city to the repayment of the indebted-
nessg so created. Any obligation so incurred shall be authorized
hy vote of the council, and any such obligation shall be signed by
the mayor and city clerk under the eity corporatc seal, shall bear
interest at not to exceed five per cent per annum, and shall be
payable not more than one year from its date. Such obligations
shall be sold in the manner provided by Mason’s Minnesota Stat-
utes of 1927, Seetion 1943,

Subd. 4. (1) There is hereby ereated a special fund to
be known as the Minnesota Metropolitan Airports Fund, to be
used for the purposes hereinafter specified. To provide moneys
for the fund the state auditor is hereby authorized and directed
to levy upon all taxable property in the state, in the manner in
which other state taxes are levied, for the taxable years of 1944,
1945, 1946, 1947, 1948, 1949, 1950, 1951, 1952 and 1953, taxes
sufficient to produce the sum of $100,000 for each of said taxable
vears, together with such additional sums as may be necessary to
pay the interest upon the certificates of indebtedness hereinafter
authorized. Tn case of a deficicney in the procceds of such tax
levy for any year, the auditor shall levy sufficient additional
amounts in suceceding vears to compensate therefor until the full
amount herein authorized has been raised. The proceeds of such
taxesd shall be credited to the Minnesota ’\Ietropohtan Alrports
Fun

(2} Pending the levy and collection of such taxes, upon re-
quest of the governor, the state anditor is hereby authorized and
directed to issue and sell certificates of indebtedness of the state
as funds are needed for the purposes of this act, not exeeeding
the amount required from time to time to meet the appropriations
hercinafter made and not exceeding $1,000,000 in the aggregate.
Such certificates shall be known as Minnesota Mctropolitan Airports
Certificates of Indebtedness, shall be numbered consccutively, and
shall be issued and sold at not less than par upon sealed bids after
iwo weeks’ published notice, unless sold to the State Board of In-
vestment as hereinafter provided. Such certificates shall be in sueh
form and of such denominations and shall mature at such times as
the auditor may determine, not exceeding the time when funds
shall be available for the payment theveof from the tax levies
authorized by paragraph (1) of this subdivision. Such certificates
shall bear such rate of interest, payable semiannually, and shall
contain such other terms and provisions, not ineconsistent herewith,
as the auditor may determine. Such certificates shall be signed by
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the state treasurer and attested by the state auditor under their
official seals, and the auditor and treasurer shall keep records there-
of. Such certificates shall be a charge upon and a lien against the
laxes authorized by paragraph (1) of this subdivision. The prin-
cipal and interest of such certificates shall be payable only from
the proceeds of sueh taxes, and so much thereof as may be neces-
sary is hereby appropriated for such payments; provided, that
such interest as may hecome due at any time when there is not
on hand a sufficient amount from the proceeds of such taxes to pay
the same shall be paid out of the general revenue fund, and the
amount neeessary therefor is hereby appropriated, to be reimbursed
from the proceeds of such taxes when received. All moneys re-
ceived from the sale of sueh certificates shall be credited to the
Minnesota Metropolitan Airports Fund. .

{3) The State Board of Investment is hereby authorized 1o
invest any funds under its eontrol or direction in any certificates
of indebtedness issued hereunder and to purchase such certificates
at a rate of inierest not cxeceding three per cent per annum, and
such certificates may be issued and sold to the hoard w1thout ad-
vertising for bids.

(4} There iz herchy appropriated to the governor out of
the Minnesota Metropolitan Airports Fund, for the purposes here-
mafter specified, the sum of $1,000,000, for the biennium period
ending June 30, 1945, of which ‘5500 000 shall be available for
the fiscal year en'd_ing June 30, 1944, and $500,000 available for
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1945, Any balance remaining at
the end of any fiseal year shall be carried over and shall be avail-
able for the purposes of this aet until July 1, 1945, and there-
after until all obligations theretofore incurred llcreunder have
been paid.

(5) The moneys hereby appropriated to the governor shall,
from time to time, upon its authorization, be paid to the treasurer
- of any corporation created under this aet, and to the treasurers of
municipalities in the state of Minnesota which operate and main-
tain airports, which the governor shall determine are necessary
to carry out the purposes of this act as determined and- declared
in Subdivision 1 of this section, in such amounts as he shall de-
termine. In making his determination as to the muniecipalities
to which such moneys shall be paid and as to the amounts which
shall be paid them, the governor shall take into consideration the
loeations of the airports owned by such munieipalities and their
usefulness as a part of a state, national or international system
of air transportation; the benefit of such airports to the people
of the state as a whole as distingunished from purely local bhene-
fits; the possibilities of their use in providing for state and na-
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tional defense; the use being made of them by the government
of the United States during the present war, and the probability
of future use in connection with the war.

{6) The moneys hereby appropriated shall be used for
acquiring sites for, constructing, and ecquipping new airports,
acquiring and equipping existing airports, making additions or
improvements to any airport constructed or acquired by the cor-
poration and other municipally-owned airports in the state of
Minnesota, paying the necessary ineidental expenscs of carrying
on the business and activities of the corporation as anthorized in
this act, and paying the cost of equipping, extending, improving,
repairing, maintaining, and operating all properties under the
control of the corporation, whether owned by it or not, and prop-
crties owned by other municipalities in the stale of Minnesota,
the operations of which are determined by the exeeutive council
cssential in order to carry out the purposes of Subdivision 1 of
this section.

(7) The governor shall not authorize the expenditure of any
of the moneys hereby appropriated until he has eonsulted the
legislative advisory committee created by Laws 1941, Chapter 497,
and such committee has made its recommendation upon the matter.
Such. recommendation shall be advisory only. Fallure or refusal
of the committee to make a recommendation promptly shall he
deemed a negative recommendation. The provisions of this para-
graph shall extend to any other ageney to which the present
authority of legislative advisory commitice may he transferred,
but shall be deemed to he repealed in ease suech authority shall
be abolished.

Subd. 5. When the commissioners have adopted and filed
the permanent plan of operation of the corporation in order to
provide funds over and above any moneys received pursuant to
the provisions of Subdivision 4 of this section to earry out the
purposes of this act and for the expenses and dishursements of
the eorporation for the period before any iax meoneys hecome
available, they shall prepare a detailed budget of the needs of

the eorporation, giving credit thereon for the funds, if any, re-
" eeived on the original budget and unexpended, and certify the
same to tho councils of the respective eities, which shall review
the budget. The commissioners, upon notice from any such city,
shall hear objcetions to the budget, and may afier such hearing
modify or amend it. They shall then give due notice to the city
couneils of sueh modifications and amendments,” and cach city
shall thercupon, through its proper officers, pay its proportionate
sharc 10 the treasurer of the corporation. The amount to he paid
shall be apportioned to the cities in the same proportion as the last
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assessed valuation of the real and personal property in each city,
excluding moneys and eredits, bears to the total assessed valuation
in both cities. In the event any such city has not on hand funds
available to meect ity proportionate share, it is hercby authorized to
borrow the same by issuing and selling bonds, which, notwith-
standing any provision to the contrary included within the charter
of such city or any general law of the state of Minnesota, may
be issued and sold withont a vote upon said questions by the
clectors of the city. All bonds issued under the provisions of this
subdivision shall be payable scrially in annual installments as de-
termined by the c¢ity couneil, the first thereof to hecome due and
payvable in not more than three years from the date of such obliga-’
tions and the last installment thercof to become due and payahble
not more than 30 yecars from their date. No annual maturing
imstallment of prineipal of any issue of such obligations shall be
more than two and one-half times the amount of the smallest in-
stallment thercof maturing in any one year.

Sec. 14. Subdivision 1. Commissioners shall prepare budget.
—Thereafter, the commissioner shall, on or hefore the first day
of July of each year, preparc a detailed budget of the needs of the
corporation for the next fiscal year, specifying separately in said
budget the amounts to be expended for acquisition of property,
construction, payments on bhonded indebtedness, if any, operation,
and maintenanee, respectively, and shall certify the same on said
date to the council of ecaeh city, together with a statement of the
proportion of the budget to be provided hy cach city, determined
as provided in Subdivision 6 of Section 12 hercof. The council
of cach such city shall review the budget, and the commissioners,
upon notice from any such city, shall hear objections to the budget
and may, after hearing, modify or amend it, and shall give due
notice to the cities of such modification or amendment. It shall
be the duty of the council of each city in and for which the cor-
poration is ereated to provide the funds necessary to meet its
proportion of the total cost for acquisition of property, payment
on honded indebtedness, if any, construetion, operation, and
maintenance as finally certified by the commissioners, such funds
1o be raised by the tax levies, hond sales, or by other means within
the authority of said ecities, and to pay the same over to the treas-
urer of the eorporation in such amounts and at such times as he
may require. ISach city is authorized to issue and sell suech bonds
as may be necessary to mect its obligations under this section irre-
spective of any limitation’ in any home rule charter or special
or general law, without a vote upon sald question by the electors
of said eity, and bonds so determined to be issued and sold shall
be issued and sold in the manner provided by Subdivision 6 of
Section 12 and Section 19 hereof,
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Subd. 2. If any such eily shall fail to take the necessary ac-
tion to provide the funds required by the eorporation as in See-
tion 12 and this section provided, the commissioners shall on
or before October 10th of each calendar year, eertify to the county
auditor of the eounty in which the city so failing to comply shall
be located, the amount determined by the commissioners to be
raised by that eity, and the county auditor shall extend, spread,
and include the same with and as a part of the general taxes for
state, county, and munieipal purposes, to be collected and en-
forced therewith, together with penalties and interest and costs,
and the county treasurer, upon collection of the same, shall trans-

. fer the same to the treasurer of the corporation,

Subd. 3. In any budget certified by the commissioners, pur-
suant to any of the provisions of this scction or ef Section 12
hereof, the amount included for operation and maintenance shall
not exceed an amount which, when apportioned to the cities_ affect-
ed, will require the payment by either city for those items of
an amount greater than would he produced by a levy of one mill
upon the assessed valuation of such eity.

Sec. 14, Disposition of earnings.—The earnings of the cor-
poration shall be applied as follows: (a) to the payment of in-
terest on its bonds and of any prineipal of such bonds which is
duc and payable; (b) to the establishment of a sufficient fund to
pay interest and prineipal on its honds which will be payable in
the following fiscal year; and (c¢) Lo the other purposes set out in
Subdivision 13 of Section 7 of this act. If the amounnt ineluded
in the budget for any year, including the sum necessary to make
payment of interest on and principal of bonds in the ensuing
fiseal year is not sufficient to meet the nceds of the corporation
for that year, any deficit shall be included in the budget of the
corporation for the following year.

See. 15. Limit of tax levy.—The taxes levied against the
property of cach city in any one yvear shall not exceed one mill
upon the assessed valuation thereof, exclusive of the taxes it may
be necessary to levy to pay the principal or interest on any bonds
or indebtedness of said ecity issued by it under the provisions of
this act, and execlusive of any amounts required to pay the share
of such city for payments on bonded indebtedness of the corpora-
tion provided for in this aet. The levy of taxes authorized in this
act shall be in addition to the maximum rate allowed to be levied
10 defray the cost of government under the provisions of the
charter of any city affected by this aet. -

Sec. 16. Subdivision 1. May issue bonds.—In anticipation
of the receipt by the eorporation of payments by cities herein
provided for, appropriations, rents, and profits, and of income {rom
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any other source, and for the purpose of securing funds as needed
for the payment of the cost of property aequired, airports con-
structed and purchased, and other purposes herein authorized, the
corporation is hereby authorized to issue its bonds in an aggregate
principal amount not exceeding $15,000,000, bearing Interest at a
rate not to exceed five per cent per annum, payable semi-annually.
Notwithstanding any provision to the contrary ineluded within
the charter of either ecity or any general or speecial law of the
state of Minnesota they may be issued and sold without a vote
upon said questions by the electors of either eity.

Subd; 2. Such bonds shall be of such date, denominations,
place of payment, form, and details as may be determined by such
corporation, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act. - They
shall mature serially, the first installment to fall due in not more
than three years and the last in not more than 30 years from
their date, and no annual maturing installment shall exceed by
two and one-half times the amount of the smallest annual matur-
ing installment; provided, that the amount of such installments of
prineipal may be such that the inerease thercof from year to year
shall approximately equal the decrease from year to year in the
“interest of the bonds remaining unpaid. ‘

Subd. 3. The bonds shall be signed by the chalrman attested
by the secretary, and countersigned by the treasurer, of the eor-
poration, and the interest coupons to be thereto attached shall be
exeeuted and, authentieated by the printed, cngraved or litho-
graphed facsinile signature of the chairman and secretary. They
shall be sold by the eorporation upon such notice and upon such
terms and at such times as the corporation shall deem best. They
shall not impose any personal liability upon any member of the
corporation,

Subd. 4. The bonds shall be secured by pledge of the full
faith, credit, and resoureds of the cities in and for which the cor-
poration has been created. - The corporation is hereby authorized
to pledge such full faith, eredit, and resources, and speceific con-
sent thereto by each eity shall be conclusively presumed from the
appointment of commissioners by the council thercof. They shall
be paid from tax levies as hercinafter provided, and from earnings
of the corporation, or may be secured by mortgage or deed of trust
on any of the property owned by the corporation.

Subd. 5. The corporation, upon issuing any bonds under the
.provisions of this section, shall, hefore the issnance thereof, levy
for each year, until the prineipal and interest are paid in full, a
direct annual tax on all the taxable property of the cities in and
for which the corperation has been cercated in‘an amount not less
than five per cent in excess of the sum required to pay the prin-
cipal and interest thereof, when and as such principal and interest
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matures. After any of sueh bonds have been delivered to pur-
chasers, such tax shall be irrepcalable until all such indebtedness
is paid, and after-the issnance of such bonds no further action of
the corporation shall be necessary to authorize the extensions, as-
sessments, and collection of such tax. The secretary of the cor-
poration shall forthwith furnish a certified copy of such levy to
the county auditor or county anditors of the county or counties in
which the eities in and for whieh the corporation has been created
are located, together with full information regarding the bonds
for which the tax is levied, and such county auditor or such county
auditors, as the case may be, shall enter the same in the register
provided for in Mason’s Minnesota Statutes of 1927, Section 1938-8,
or a similar register, and shall extend and assess the tax so levied.
If hoth cities are located wholly within one county, the county
auditor thereof shall annunally’ extend and assess the amount of the
tax so levied. If the cities arc loeated in different counties, the
county auditor of each such eounty shall annually extend and as-
sess such portion of the tax levied as the assessed value of the
iaxable property, not including moneys and credits, located wholly
within the city in such county bears to the total assessed valuc of
the taxable property, not inciuding moneys and ecredits, within
both eities. Any surplus resulting from the excess levy herein
provided for shall be transferred to a sinking fund after the prin-
cipal and interest for which the tax was levidd and collected has
been paid; provided, however, that the corporation may, on or be-
fore Qctober 15th in any year, by appropriate action, cause its
secretary to certify to the eounty auditor, or auditors, the amount
on hand and available in its trecasury from carnings, or otherwise,
ineluding the amount in the sinking fund, which it will use to pay
principal or interest or both on each specified issue of its bonds,
and the eounty auditor or auditors shall reduce the levy for that
year, herein provided for by that amount. The amount of funds
so certified shall be set aside by the corporation, and be used for
no other purpose than for the payment of the principal and in-
terest of the bonds. Al taxes hereunder shall be collected and
remitled Lo the corporation by the couniy treasurcr or county
treasurers, in accordance with the provisions of law governing
the collection of other taxes, and shall be used solely for the pay-
ment of the bonds where due.

Subd. 6. This section shall not be construed as limiting the
power of the eorporation to levy taxes to pay its bonds issued
hereunder- but such corporation shall have the authority and it
shall be its duty to levy any taxes necessary to provide revenue
to pay such honds.

Sec. 17. Bonds to be legal investments for public funds.—
Bonds legally issued pursuant to this-act may be purchased by
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the state board of investment for the permanent school fund, per-
manent university fund, swamp land fund, internal improvement
land fund, or any other trust fund of the state of Minnesota, or
for any other fund administered by such board, and shall be
deemed authorized sccurities within the provisions of Mason’s
Minnesota Statutes of 1927, Scetion 7714, as amended, and shall
be proper for the investment of capital, surplus, or deposits of any
savings bank or trust company, and for the investment of funds
of any insurance company, and for the investment of any sinking
funds held by any public or municipal corporation, and may he
pledged by any bank or trust eompany as security for the deposit
of public moneys therein in lieu of surety bonds. Such honds
shall be deemed and treated as instrumentalities of a public gov-
ernment ageney, and as such shall be exempt from taxation.

See, 18, Limit of indebtedness.—The corporation shall never
be subject to an indebtedness in excess of $15,000,000, nor shall
it incur any indebtedness except as authorized herein. .

Sec. 19. Bonds of bé guaranteed by municipalities.—~Bonds
issued pursuant to.the provisions of this act by either city shall
be secured by the full faith, credit, and resources of the eity
issuing them, shall be paid from tax levies made in conformity
with Mason’s Minnesota Statutes of 1927, Sections 1938-7 and
1938.10, and shall be sold in the manner prescribed by Mason’s
Minnesota Statutes of 1927, Section 1943. No provisions of any

" existing law or special or home rule charter under which cither
eity may be acting shall be deemed or construed to impair, eurtail
or limit in amount, form or manner the power to issue any honds
pursuant. to this act, and the honds issued by either city or by the
corporation pursuant to this aet shall not be ineluded in com-
puting the net indebtedness of such municipality under any ap-
plicable law or charter.

See. 20, Construction work.—The provisions of Scetion 15 of
Chapter 341, Laws of 1933, shall apply to all construction work
and every purchase of equipment, supplies, or materials neces-
sary in earrying out the provisions of this act. The powers there
granied to and the dutics imposed upon the board of trustees of
the corporation there referred to are hereby respectively granted
to and -imposed upon the commissioners.

See. 21. Inconsistent acts repealed.—All acts or parts of
acts which are inconsistent with the provisions of this aect are
hereby repealed,

Sce. 22, Provisions severable.—If any provisions of this
act, or the application thereof, is held invalid, such invalidity
shall not affect provisions or applications of the act which can be
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given effect without the invalid provisions or applications and to
this end the provisions of this aet arc deelared to be severable,

Sce. 24, Construction of act.—This act shall not be construed
80 as to abridge any of the powers granted by law to the Minne-
sota Aecronauntics Commission.

An aci relefing o infoxicoting liguors and wmmbdmg Mason’s
Supplentent 1940, Section. 3200-25, as aenended by Chapters 4, 34,
358, and 485, Laiws of 1941, Section 3200-26, and Section 3200-27,

Be it cnacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. Law amended.—That Mason’s Supplement 1940,
Seetion 3200-25 be and the same is hercby amended so that the
" same shall be and read as follows:

£43200-25. Licenses.-—1t shall be unlawful for any person,
directly or indirectly, upon any pretense or by any device, to
manufaeture, import, sell, exchange, barter, dispese of, or keep
for sale any intoxicating liquor without first having obtained a
license therefor, as herein provided. Nothing herein shall prohibit
the natural fermentation of fruit juices in the home for family
use. All manufaeturers’ and wholesalers’ licenses shall include
the right to import and shall be granted by the liquor control com-
missioner. The business of manufacturer and wholesaler may be
combined and ecarried on under one license issped therefor. All
licenses for retail ‘Off sale’ shall be granted by the loecal govern-
ing body, subject to the approval of the liguor control ecommis-
sioner, and not effective until so approved.

The ligquor contrel commissioner may issue a license or permit
to any railroad company, dining ear company, or sleeping car
company, water transportation company or other eommon carrier
operating in this state, to sell intoxicating liquors referred to in
this ehapter upon any vessel, dining car, buffet, obhservation, or
